ELT-MARSHAL Staremberg ar- 
riv'd here two Days ago from Milan: 
He waits only for the Squadron of the 
Allies that is to carry the reft of the 
Troops to Catalonia, and then will go 
into that Country, and take upon him the Com- 
mand of the Army there. Affoon as he arriv’d here, 
he went to wait on his Royal Higknefs, who receiv'd 
him with great Marks of Refpect and Diftiction: He 
has order'd an Apartment for bim in the Palace, 
and will defray his Expences during bis Stay here. 
So great a Quantity of Snow is fallen in the adoun- 
tains, that the Troops on either Side will not be able 
to pafs over them for fome time. M. Brockhaufen, 
the Imperial Secretary at this Court, is gone to Vi- 
enna with fome Inftructions from his Royal High- 
nefs, The Recruits for the Foor, and Horfes to re- 
mount the Imperial Cavalry in Italy begin to arrive, 
and fome ct them have already joyn’d their re- 
fpective Bodics: The others continue their March 
with all Diligence, fo that they will be at their feve- 
tal Rendezvous before the Monthof May. We 
continue the neceflary Preparations for taking the 
Field early. His Royal Hignnefs has given Orders 
to his General of the Artillery, to caufe to be brought 
onthe Plain of the Citadel 40 Pieces of Cannon of 
32 Pounders, others of a lefs Bore, and fome Field- 
pieces, 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated April 10. 
Meffina, March 2. On Saturday laft the Mar- 
quis de los Balbafes our Viceroy, attended by many 
Gentlemen and Officers, came hither from Palermo, 
and was receiv’d by Six Salvoes of the Artillery of 
all our Forts and Ramparts, and likewife of the 
Ships that are lying in the Harbour. Tis faid his 
Excellency will continue here all the Summer, to 
keep a watchful Bye on the Motions of the Allies, 
Who are making great Preparations in the Kingdom 
of Naples, in order to make a Defcent in this King- 
dom, affoon as the Englifh Fleet arrives, and to re- 
duce it to the Obedience of the Houfe of Auftria. 
Weare here taken up with recruiting our Troops, 
to which end the Money that the Spanifh Ambaffa- 
dor fent hither lately from Rome will he of no {mall 
fervice. By Order of the Viceroy Commiffaries 
are fent to all the Sea-ports to take notice what Fo- 
reigners ar ive, and to examine into the Reafons 
that brong'\: them hither. We hear that the eight 
Ships ]aded with Corn, which were fome time ago 
fent 'u Sardinia under Convoy of the Frigates of the 
Captain Nelitoi and Mezzaferrata are fafely arriv'd 
Lhe Government keeps three ftrong 
Corps-de-gardes in this City, and our Caval- 
ty pairolis every Night through the Streets, 
Which feems fomething ftrange to the Inhabitants. 
hree of our Privatecrs would have made a Defcent 
near Nicorarra in Calabria, but were repuls'd with 
great Lofs by the Peafants, and by four Companies 
of Neapolitan Horfe.

Geneva, Match 19. The Ships which the Engli 
and Dutch have bir'd here wilt’ Sail this Ween an 
Final or Vado to take on board the Imperiai and 
Palatine Cavalry, to tranfport them to Catalo- 
nia. The Duke of Savoy’s Minifter has defir'd 
leave of our Council of State, to buy up a good 
Quantity of Gun-powder, which ’tis thought will 
be granted him. The Great Prior of France, Bro- 
ther of the Duke of Vendome went from hence a 
few Days ago in one of our Gallies for Antibes,from 
whence he will continue bis Way forwards through 
Provence for Paris. Whe Captain of a Ship who ar- 
riv’d here yefterday in fix days from Barcelona, re- 
ports that King Charles was making all the neceffary 
preparations for opening the Campaign; and that 
he hop’d to bring an Army of 25000 Men into the 
Field by the middle of April. The french had not 
yet made any Motion either on the fide of Lerida, 
or in Rouffillon. The Englih Man of War call’d 
the Swallow, which fail’d hence on the 5th In- 
ftant for Catalonia with 250000 Ducats came the 
gth to Barcelona: Before which Town there lay five 
Britifh Men of War, and four Frigates, which in all 
appearance were to continue there all the Summer. 
The Duke of Turfis has put off his Depariure for 
Madrid till Eafter. Some Millions are negotiated 
here for the Court of France. 

Turin, March 21. The Marquis of Cortanza, 
who came hither from Vienna on Saturday laft, will 
be going back thither ina fhort time, to regulate 
fome Affairs of Moment with the Imperial Court. 
Our Duke has Order’d the Train of Artillery, that 
is to be made ufe of next Campaign, to be very 
much encreas’d, and a great Quanity of Bombs and 
other Fireworks are fent to Pignerol and Sufa, fo 
that "tis not doubted but Perufa will be befieg’d, af- 
ter the taking of which Place «will be eafie to March 
into Dauphine: But the French threaten in that 
cafe to deftroy their own Country, to hinder our 
Troops from all poffibiliry of Subfifting. 

Milan, March 24. All the Imperial Foot, which 
to the Number of ;oo0o0 Men, Winter'd in the Man- 
tuan, Cremoneze and Lodcfano, is Marching to 
ftrengthen the Army of the Duke of Savoy, who 
has agen fent an Exprefs to Vienna concerning the 
Countries and Towns that the Emperour promis’d 
him.

Venice, March 10, M. Antonio Mocenigo, who 
was lately elected to be Ambaffador in France, has 
{ent away his Equipage before him: and M. Nicolo 
Fofcarini was made choice of the 27th of laft 
Month for the Embaffy of England. Though the 
Letters from Conftantinople give grounds to be- 
lieve that the Turks have difcontinu’d to arm both 
by Sea and Land, the Republick neverthelefs goes 
on to make the neceffary Preparations to put them- 
felves in a pofture of Defence: And the 8th of this 
Month a Ship of 100 Pieces of Cannon was 
launch’d in the Water of the Arfenal. All the

tiou’d to makea brave Defence.
